DAMAGING STATISTICS. 

The ruinous policy of the present adminis- 
tration, in relation to our foreign trade, finds 
& good Ulustration in a report just prepared by 
the Bureau of Statistics in relation to the im- 
ports ana exports of lumber. {fm the fiscal 
year 1869-70 the United States made‘a total 
export of lumber and wood amounting to 
915,784,888, of which only $2,652,011—om- 
bracing lathes, berrels and hogsheads, house” 
hold furniture, wooden ware, and wooder 

- ‘manufactures not specified—can be separated 
from the class ~f raw material, since they have 
only been manufactured enough to make them 
portable in their class. We shipped nearly 
three millions in rough plank, but only $338, - 
000 in laths. We sent to the West Indic, 
over $4,500,000 in hoops, staves and hoop 
stufito make suger hogsheads and boxes 
but only $277,284 im made barrels and hogs- 
heads; and while our exports of sawed and 
hewn timber of ali sorte exceeded $1,300,000, 
we only exported a little over $2,000,000 worih 
of furniture, wooden ware, &c. Before Con- 
gress interfered and imposed the J/ast tariff 
we controlled the entire market io 
these articles for tie British Provinces, 
West Indies, South America and Central 
America. In the same period we imported 
of wood and menufactures of wood, dutiable 
and duty free, articles to the vaiue of $10,- 
352,208, in spite of a duty averaging from 29 
to 3 percent. In splice of this duty, like- 
wise, there has beena steady and significant 
increase of the importation of manufactured 
articles of wood. From the same table of 
the Bureau of Statistics it appears that the 
importation of saw-iogs fell from $3,611,000 
to'$408,049, while the imporis of planks in- 
creases from two to neariy seven willions. 
This is the way our home industries are pro- 
tected, in respect to lumber, by multiplying 
the saw-wills in New Brunswick and otoer 
lumber-produciog regions.

It isa spectacle, however, which 
does not seem to be altogether pleasing in 
the sight ot Mr. SterHENs, who, failing 
to make out his case upon such matters 
of reason and fact as belong to it, turns 
upon his competitor and tries to array 
against him the prejudices of the exasper- 
ated and misgoverned Georgians.

A Server of Good Ale. 

BarxHorn is dead. He was a curious 
compound of oddity, shrewdness, good 
nature, learning and conceit, and the best 
server of ale in a}] the country round—the 
best, indeed, in the world. No stranger 
who ever refreshed himself from that 
astonishing fount in Deaderick street (we 
are speaking of our next-door neighbor, 
Nashville,) but carried away with him an 
impression that, perhaps, he should never 
get andther draught like that. But, to 
appreciate BARKHORN in pertection, it was 
necessary to go there daily and drink his 
beverage and hear his talk, tor he had a 
tongue that was equally fluent in Sanskrit 
and English, to say nothing of his lectures 
on German literature, art and liquor. His 
ale was of a light, East India complexion, 
a cross between Alsop and the best Munich 
bock, with the twinkle of amber and the 
taste of a bitter cordial made of bananas. 
He chose the ingredients with the care of 
a virtuoso, and he was immense on hops! 
The brewerage, the casking, the keeping, 
each stage in the journal of the malt to the 
fountain, was watched and measured with 
a sort of religious yet ‘genial exactitude, 
impossible in any one not chin-deep in 
the wsthetics of convivialism, and at once 
both personal and provincial in its kind. 
But the glory of BaRKHORN’s ale was the 
serving of it. Most ale, when cooled, 
flattens. BarkHORN’s ale reminded one 
ot champagne frappe, crisp, cold, sparkling 
the icier the livelier. He had a way, pe- 
culiar to himself, of impressing the imag- 
ination, and used a great quantity of silver 
pitchers and flagons. The fancy, no less 
than the belly, was appealed to, and intel- 
hgence and gratitude joined in averring 
“this is an artist.” 

This was years ago. BARKHORN grew 
rich. Ashe grewrich he did not grow 
careless; but his area extended itself. He 
was a fat, jolly little man just suited to a 
fat and jolly little shop, a sort of wise and 
amiable jack-in-the-box. The narrow 
little street, the low and narrow doorways, 
the heaps of cigar-boxes with suggestive 
foreign stamps, the gushing fountain, the 
inaccessibility, the laziness and the gabble 
made the original resort a kind of out-ol- 
the-way elysium for ale-drinkers and 
smokers, which its extension did not 
acquire and always seemed fo lack. Men 
who had drunk beer in Munich and ale in 
Covent Garjen were wont to concede the 
excellence of BARKHORN’S specialty, and, 
though he passed his days in a small place 
and in a small street, he dies rich, though 
hardly more than five and forty years of 
age. 

During the occupation of Nashville by 
the Federal troops BaRKHVEN’sS wealth 
and tame extetided themselves. He will 
be remembered by thousands of ex-soldiers 
in every part of the country. Among the 
Germans he was an especial tavyorite, hay- 
ing within himself a somewhat imposing 
upion of conviviality and business tact 
and sense, sprinkled with scraps of culture 
and mother wit. The telegraph tells us 
that he died yesterday of apoplexy, which 
had long ago marked him out; but it adds 
nothing of a biographical description. 

There is a virtue in the serving of good 
ale which should not go unrecognized. It 
is a rare virtue in this country, which, 
having done much to destroy itself with 
whisky, has of late years turned its atten« 
tion to a rather poor article of lager. A 
BARKHORN ip every community, dealing 
out a pure and refreshing beverage, would 
be a public benefactor, and, though Bark-~ 
HORN’S prosperity somewhat diminished 
his usefulmess, Nashville will feel his loss 
more than people are likely at first thought 
to realize, 


The Wary Germaa. 

The official papers of tue German Ea- 
pire contain in some of their last issues ar- 
ticles which show that the evident dread 
of Germany by the nations that surrouad 
her, and the misgivings with which every 
measure of her Government, however in- 
significant and unimportant, inspires them, 
are becoming exceedingly irksome to her. 
These papers, which only a few months ago 
sounded the war trumptt in so ferocious 
a style, now pipe quite another tune. lney 
have become exceedingly pescetul, and 
cannot find too many words of censure for 
thuse enthusiastic and injudicious German 
patriots who would hurry matters by 
plunging Germany into new wars of con- 
quest with Austria and Russia for the ac- 
quisition of their German provinces. 
After asserting that Bismarck and his 
Government (poor, inoffensive lambs) had 
been compelled to wage war with the 
ruthless French, and that Germany had 
been obliged to dismember France tor 
Germany’s preservation, they utterly re- 
pudiate the idea that Germany should 
have any further ambitious projects in 
view, and then they show most urgent 
reasons why Germany shotid henceforth 
remain at peace, and quietly rest on her 
laurels. 

The German Government, if we are to 
believe its organs, bas all at once become 
so modest that it even abhors the idea o 
casting covetous eyes at the little Grand 
Duchy of Luxemburg. While it did not 
care a fig whether the inhabitants of Al- 
sace and Lorraine consented to be torn 
from France and annexed to Germany, it 
shrinks back in horror from such an act of 
violence against the inbabitants of Lux- 
emburg. Luxemburg, it says, is a member 
of the German Customs Union, and for 
the rest it cares so litile that it would not 
make the slightest exertion to obtain a 
modification of the statu quo from the dif- 
ferent guaranteeing*powers. Of course, if 
the people of Luxemburg should insist on 
annexation to the German Empire, and as 
the above mentioned papers say there isa 
movement o@foot in the Grand Duchy to 
bring about the annexation to Germany— 
which we suppose means that German 
agents are working for that object—then 
the Germans would not refuse. But the 
Luxemburgers must make the first ad~ 
vances, as it would not look well for the 
German Government to press them. What 
a pity it was that that government was 
not as squeamish towards France. 

As regards the intentions of the German 
Empire towards Austria, the official press 
says they ‘could not be more triendly; 
and, indeed,the apprehensive attitude of 
the Austrians is deeply deplored. And 
these fears exist in Vienna in spite of all 
the pledges Germany has given them 
The German journalists admit they are 
not without foundation. The inward 
troubles of the Austrian empire, the hos- 
tility existing between the different nation- 


' alities of its population, have given rise:to a 
' certain desire of the Germans of Austria 


to form a part of the great empire that has 
been formed in the North, and these aspi- 
rations have been fostered only too much 
by the radical press ot Germany, which 


| insists on an annexation of those parts of 


the eld Germanic Confederation to the 
German Empire.. Nevertheless, the official 
German papers assert that the German 
Government has done all in its power to 
discourage these aspirations of the Ger« 


mansot Austria. Germany, they say, has 


too great an interest in the maintenance of 
the Austrian monarchy in its present form 
to desire am annihilation of that State. 


Its traditions, its usages, its Magyar sub- 
‘jects, always hostile to the Slavonians, 


render it the mission of the House of 
Hapeburg to prevent a collision of the 
Germanic and Slavic nationalities. But 
should the slightest interruption of rela. 
tions between Hungary and Vienna occur, 
the Slavonian nations, overcoming the 
Magyar element, might form a junction 


in this vicinity?” 


with the great Nera Colossus, and burl 
down the whole Slavic race upon the 
devoted head of Germany. That such a 
junction of the Slavic races might take 
place in case of the destruction of the 
Austrian Empire is most probable, particu- 
larly as the great stumbling block of such 
a union, Poland, can be said to have been 
removed. Russian Poland exists ne 
more, and those Polish provinces which 
were attached to Germany are now in the 
greatest part German. 

As to the Baltic provinces of Russia, the 
official German papers go on, the German 
element in those provinces has been vastly 
overestimated. The Germans form, in- 
deed, the most intelligent part of the pop~ 
ulation, but they are an insignificant 
mfhority. Of 2,568,060 inhabitants of 
those parts of Rusma but a hundred and 
thirty thousand, or only the nineteenth 
part, are Germans. They have of late 
been subject to some annoyances by the 
Russian Government, but these troubles did 
not warrant the interference of the German 
Government in the inner affairs of Russia 
any more than the many restrictions the 
German citizens of the United S:ates 
are subject to in the indulgence 
of their peculiar enjoyments or customs 
would justify the German Government in 
mterfering in their behalf. And, too, the 
position of the German residents in Rus. 
sia was not such as to make them yearn 
for any change. They derived the most 
substantial benefits from this position. 
Most of the offices in Russia were in the 
hands of Germans. Of the Generals and 
staff officers of the Russian army, seventy- 
two percent. were Germans, while only 
two per cent. of the pmvates were Ger- 
mans, These reasons made it very prob- 
able that the Germans of Russa would 
take sides against their countrymen in 
case of a conflict. An alliance with Rus- 
sia, or even a friendly understanding, 
would bring lasting prosperity to Ger- 
many, while war might bring great mis- 
fortune in its trail. 

We have no doubt that these reasons 
advanced by the German official press are 
very good; but, 1n view of the fact that as 
eacellent ones might have been given for 
the maintenance of tnendly relations with 
France, we may doubt their sincerity. It 
has always been the custom of Pruesia tn 
take her adversaries by surprise, and the 
present peaceable attitude has to us all the 
appearance of being calculated to lull the 
suspicions of the neighboring nations, so 
that the Germans may tall on them at the 
moment when they are least prepared for 
the onslaught, and have the least capacity 
to resist successiully.

While 
here, ove of the Myers boys, accom- 
panied bya bired laborer named Rando!pb, ap- 
proached Ivey, and soung Myers applied some 
approbricus epithetto him. Before he had time 
to reply, and while still sitting on the fence, Raa- 
aolph raised a shotgun ip his bands and fired, 
wouuding Ivey in the left side and back, and 
from which wcunce big death was expected last 
nicht. He was afterwards breughtto this city 
end taken to &.
